On 2/13/2007, Examiner Pak faxed to Mr. Meikle a claim amendment proposal to correct several 112, 2P type claim 
language problems. A copy of this fax is attached hereto. On 2/14 and 2/15, the Examiner discovered several 
additional claim language problems. Claim 1, Part B, recites the imidazole in the plural, "imidazoles," which means 
that having one imidazole would be excluded. Mr. Meikle stated that amending to "at least one imidazole derivative" 
would be acceptable. Also in claim 1, "where X1 and X2 are halogen and phenyl" was newly noted as being indefinite 
because a substitutent cannot be both halogen AND phenyl at the same time. The Examiner stated that the the claims 
should be rewritten to recite X1 = halogen and X2 = phenyl (with the rest of the phenyl description). Mr. Meikle stated 
that that would be a change in claim scope with which he could not agree at this time. The Examiner stated that an 
Office action would be issued. .
